Portland, Mb.. Sept. 29. — The 
29th Biennial Convention of the 
N. K. G. A. was held in Portsmouth, 
N. H.. Sept. 7 and 8. The dele- 
gates began to make their appearance 
in town as early as Saturday after- 
noon. Sunday morning Rev. G. H. 
Hcfflon, of Hartford, Ct., held a 
service in the Parish House of Christ 
Church, which was well attended. 
In the afternoon Mr. E. W. Fri.sbee 
took a large party on a trolley and 
boat ride. In the evening a con- 
ference was held in the Parish House 
and Mrs. Margaret J. Syle, of Phila- 
delphia, A. ly. Carli.sle, of Maine, 
H. H. Mayberry and others spoke. 
Miss Florence Young and Mrs. 
Morelock each rendered a hymn very 
gracefully in the sign language. 

The attendance was small, com- 
l)ared with other N. R. G. A. Con- 
ventions, but nearly all attending 
were members Even if the atten- 
dance had been larger, probably 
there would have been only a few 
more members 

Monday Morning, Sbpt. 7. 

The meeting was called to order at 
10:30 in the Parish House of Christ 
Church, by President A. L. Carlisle, 
willi but fifty-three delegates pre- 
sent. (More kept coming in). 

Rev. G. H. Hefllon offered the 
opening prayer. Then, as through 
some mi.sunderstanding neither the 
Mayor nor his representative ap- 
peared to welcome the Convention 
to the city, President Carlisle de- 
livered his address.

Ladies and Gentlemen, Members and 

Friends of the Ne^u England Callaudet 

Association of the Deaf: 

It gives inc great pleasure to meet you 
agHiii after two years, and to bid yon all 
wclniine to this twenty-ninth biennial con- 
vention. I trust you will derive much 
benefit and pleasure from these sessions. 

I would like to first call your attention 
to the celebration of the one hutidredtli an- 
niversary of the founding of the first school 
for the (leaf in the United States at Hart- 
ford, Ct., which will take place three 
years from now. I believe the National 
Association of the Deaf will have charge 
of this celebration, as their regular con- 
vention will be held in Hartford, Ct., 
in 1917, the year of the celebration. 

Vou are probably aware of the fact thai 
■t the Springfielil, Mass. convention lielil 
two years ago, the New England Gallaudet 
Association voted to relinquish the work 
of raising funds to be used on repairs to 
the monument of the Rev. Tliomas (5alluu- 
det, the founder of the school at Hartford. 
Now the National Association has rai.sod 
more than |a,ooo toward this fund, and 
there seem to be two opinions regarding 
same. One is to u.se the money at once to 
repair the mounment as it stands, and the 
other is to wait until the Hartford School 
for the Deaf has been moved to its 
\iro\HiwH new quarters, and then have 
the monument removed to the new 
building, an<l there rc|>nired. I believe it 
has not yet been decided, which course to 
follow, but a deci.sioii should be rcBched 
very soon. It is for you to decide, friends, 
at this meeting what the New ICiiglaiul 
('.ulliiiidct Asa<jciation will decHde to do in 
1 '11 111 to it. I think a good idea would be 
Id iisk Mr. Hdwanl Clark, of Iliirtford, 
Ct., to take change of the rnts for 

the one hnudre<T years ■ i. He 

will, I believe, lie good to do it, us he is 
very well known in Hartford, and could 
enlist the aid of the deaf people in and 
around Hartford, in planning the celebra- 
tion.

There should be over one hnndreil. It is 
the duty of every State manager and mem- 
ber to use his and her in iluence lo increa.se 
the tiieiiibership in this Association, and 
thereby give it more j>ower for good, and 
allow of a great deal more work to be done 
among the deaf. 

I thank you all for your very close and 
kind attention, and once again express the 
hope that these iiieeliiijijs will be liarmoni- 
ous and helpful and enjoyable to you all. 

The Secretary then read the re- 
ix)rt of the last Convention, held in 
Springfield, Mass., in 1912. The 
repwrt wiis accepted as it stood. 

The Treasurer pro tern, \%. W. 
P'risbee, then read the rejxirt of the 
finances of the Association. The 
report was found correct, with one 
expection. It was $1.25 short, 
owing to the Treasurer misunder- 
standing that the By Laws sold for 
10 cents, not 5 cents. He agreed to 
make good the deficit, and then the 
report was accepted as corrected. 

K. W. Prisbee then made his re- 
port as Chairtuan of the the Commit- 
tee to .see about geting a law 
through the legislature requiring the 
punishment of impostors. He went 
to the Massachusetts Legislature 
and laid the matter before the proper 
{)er.sons, l)ut was told that a new 
law was unnecessary as there was 
already a law making begging un- 
der false pretense puui.shable by fine 
or imprisontuent. His report was 
accepted and the Committee dis- 
solved. 

The next thing on the program was 
the Oration by Thomas V Fox, of 
New York. His subject was " The 
Survival of the Fittest." Dr. Fox's 
■ippearance on the platform was the 
signal for a general rising and hand- 
clapping. He held his audience's 
attention closely till the finish. At 
the conclusion of the oration Dr. 
P'ox was given a vote of thanks. 

The following were then elected 
honorary members of the Conven- 
tion : Mrs. Margaret J. Syle, of 
Philadelphia, Samuel Frankenheim, 
of New York, Henry Kohlman, of 
New York. 

The meeting was adjourned at 12 
noon on tnotion of H. W. Fairman, 
seconded by J. F. Flynn.

The New Rugland Home completed 
thirteen years of useful service Inv.t May, 
and has lieeii especially helped, during the 
last six years, by the Ladies' Auxiliary. 

Since the meeting of the New Riiglaiid 
Ciallaudcl Association in 1917, gri-nt iiit- 
piovements have tiecii made in Ihe Home, 
nnd it seems fitting that you, who so 
generously contributed to these repairs, 
should know something about them. We 
wish you could all .see how much they 
have addt^l lo the comfort and beauty of 
the Home. The new paper and ceilings 
were most cheering to the eyes of both 
inmates and visitors, on the last Donation 
Day. 

We ask you now to listen to a brief and 
plain statement of facts in regard to the 
work, for the Home, of the^Ladies' Aux- 
iliary.

In the early years of the Home, when 
there was no Latiies' Auxiliary, dishonesty 
was discovered in its management and 
people could not feel perfect confidence in 
it.

II MTCs. All membership f«e8 
and donations, even the smallest, are 
promptly acknowle<lged by her. All our 
entcrtHiiimetits arc in charge of a manager 
chosen from our own numl>er, who turns 
over to the Treasurer the exact net 
proceeds of the entertainment, before 
leaving the place where it is lielil. 

As s<xm as the receipts amount to fifty 
dollars, the Treasurer of the Auxiliary 
sends this sum to the Treasurer of the 
Board of Trustees, Mr. Hublmrd. llctween 
October, 191a, and June, 1914, a period of 
less than two years, over one thousand 
dollars have been raised, five hundred 
dollars within the last seven months. 

This money has all gone toward the 
reduction of the first mortgage on the 
Home, which lins been reduced, since we 
look up the work, from over Jj.Sck) to 
|ti,9lo. This aid is miii' ' 1 by

ial care it ia to look after the Home 
lis needs. 
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I Of course, the Boston ladies could not 
have attained such splendid results without 
the aid of the various Branches of the 
Auxiliary, all of which have been formed 
within the last two years. 

Maine has the honor of being the first 
Branch slartetl, and New Hampshire comes 
next in line. Worcester, No. 3, has work- 
ed steadily and successfully. Through its 
Kuir in I-'ebruary, the suppers previously 
held, and its membership fees, this Branch 
has brought a large sum into our treasury. 
Ill the amount of money raised by enter- 
tainments, " Little Rhody" stands at the 
top, the two parties held in Pfovideuce, 
in November 1913, and February 1914, net- 
ting about one hundred and twenty-five 
dollars. Connecticut has furnished us 
with a number of new members an<l about 
forty <lollars in money, but nothing, as yet, 
has been heard from Vermout. 

Ju.st here, it may be well to speak of a 
misunderslanding common among the deaf 
ladies of New Knglaiid. They think that, 
if they join the Ladies' Auxiliary, they 
must attend its meetings. But this is by 
no means a necessity. If they will simply 
send their names and addresses to the 
Secretary, and the yearly membership fee 
of one dollar to the Treasurer, they will l;)e 
considered full members, will help the 
Home by the money, and will receive no- 
tice, in advance, of all meetings and enter- 
tainments. In this way, they will be kept 
in touch with the work, when visiting 
Boston, vrill be welcome to share it. A 
cojjy of the By-Laws will be sent to all 
new members and will help to make plain 
the rules of the Auxiliary, which are more 
strict than formerly. 

Our membership has increased, in two 
years, from thirty-two to fifty-five. The 
total attendance at the business meetings, 
during the period, has been lliiee hundred 
and two, with an average attendance of six- 
teen. The members come from widely 
scattered points, at some sacrifice of time, 
money and convenience, but, as the Presi- 
dent remarked last June, they have been 
exceptionally faithful. Not one of the 
monthly biLsiness meetings has been omit- 
ted during these years, and every month 
except I'eliruary, where most of us attend- 
ed the Worcester patty, has witnessed an 
entertainment of some kind, bringing in a 
sum "f iM.iiwv, large or small according to 
cin ; 

Pi', IS are already underway for 

continued and enlargeil work during the 
coming year, among which those for Uie 
l'"air, to be held in Providence next No- 
vember, are especially prominent. 

All that can be accomplished, either by 
the Branches or main society, is needctl, 
for there is much more to 
we do not like to use our 
for any object but the principal one— to 
pay oft the mortgage. 

Among the present nee<la of the Home 
is such remodelling of the barn as would 
make of it a suitable hall for the young 
people who crowd our parties, of which 
there are sometimes fi%'e or six in a year, 
are always well attended. That of April 
19, 1913, brought one hundred and fifty- 
seven people together ami added nearly 
fifty dollars lo our funds. 

Private dwellings will not accommodate 
so many, and public halls are expensive. 
The Htmie comes between these two and 
enables us both to earn monev and to save 
it. 

The next Donation Day, October ijlh, 
1014, will be in charge of the Ladies' Aux- 
iliary, and they invite all friends of the 
Home to send or bring something to it on 
that date. Due cre<lit will be given and 
notes of thauks sent, even for the smallest 
of gifts. 

Now, if all this has been accomplished 
in less than two years ; if the Ladies' 
Auxiliary has proved it.self financially 
strong and honest ; if it is winning help 
from all parts of New England ; if its 
memliership is gjiowing in numbers and 
gcxxl character ; if its methods of work are 
such as we can all approve ; if it works 
willingly and efficiently with the Board of 
Trustees who have the Home in charge ; 
if it is determined lo keep on and do yet 
more in the future than it has done in the 
past ; if oil this is true, does it not 
ileseive the support and sympathy of the 
New Kngland deaf people ? 

Let us preserve and make the New 
Kngland Home as great a credit to tlmt 
section as the Homes in New Yo- 
delphia and Ohio, are to their 1 
States.

THR NATIONAI, ASSOCIATION OK THR 
DRAK — ITS AIMS AKD OBJECTS. 

Mr. President, Ladies and Gentlemen : 
It gives me pleasure to again have the 
honor and privilege of addressing you, my 
brothers and sisters, the deaf men and 
women of New Kngland. 

I have been asked to make my subject, 
The National Associatiou of the Deaf — this 
is most agreable to me, if by so doing I can 
assist in enlightening yotJ by spreailing its 
propaganda, ft is an important subject, 
and you the deaf people of these New Kng- 
land States should become aroused to the 
importance and necesoity of becoming 
members in it. 

Most every man you meet now-a-days is a 
member of some organization. 

Manufacturers, Iwnkers, mcrcliants, 
lawyers, doctors, teachers, professional 
men in all lines of business, farmers, and 
workingmen all have their organiration. 
Every one interested in tkeir own welfare, 
the success of and protection to their line 
of business, are members of these organi- 
sations. We live in an age when it is not 
possible to be successful imiividually 
against organize*! effort. You find niaiiu- 
fttcturers who are not fair to their working- 
men, and doing their best to prevent them 
from joining their labor organization, that 
they may more easily dictate terms under 
which they shall work and deny them a 
voice. 

The affairs of the deaf have come to the 
stage where you, iiw- .loiif i,.-..nie of New 
I<;ngland, must eir iiional As- 

sociation of the I >i Ml numbers 

add to its numerical and huancial strength, 
increase its prestige and power to discrimi- 
nate l)etween good and baa in matters which 
concerns the deaf, to give it your uiontl 
support in its efforts to assist all works 
which are a benefit to the deaf, and to crush 
such works as are detrimental to your in- 
terests, or be cousidere<i as your own worst 
enemies. 

It has l)een hinted to me thot the interest 
and part which the deaf of New Kngland 
took in the affairs of our class in this 
country was almost nil.

ists are simply catering to the desire of 
parents of the deaf, to have their children 
taught to speak. This igorance, if it car 
be called ignorance. <loes not all come from 
hearing parents of deaf children. There 
are deaf parents, educatetl in Combined 
Schools, who have deaf children at the 
present time in the Clark School, in North- 
ampton. 

You cannot blame the oralists too much. 
Their stock in trade is to teach speech and 
.speech-reading to the deaf. They are try- 
ing at all times, to improve their methods 
of successfully leaching speech and lip- 
readiug by speech. They are not suppo.sed 
to tell parents of deaf children, what they 
cannot do. They advertise their success. 

Publicity must be excrtetl to eihicate 
the public, parents of deaf children in 
particular, that the Oral Method is not a 
success in a majority of cases. They 
must be taught the real abilities of deaf 
children, to aquire speech and lip-reading 
and profit by it. The N. A. D. is alive to 
this, and wants all deaf-mutes to join it, 
that il may have the capital, to push its 
work of Publicity and Combat Oral fal- 
lacies that all children can learn to speak 
and profit by it. 

There are many other ways in which 
the deaf are being injuretl. In magazine 
articles and in moving pictures, they are 
shown as possessing marvelous ability to 
read- the lips or are of the lowest iutel- 
legeiice. People not acquainted with the 
deaf believe these stories, aud it does a lot 
of harm. The N. A. D. has a committee 
on the lookout for such stories and to 
combat them. 

It has many other active committees, 
such as that to look after the Civil Service 
discrimination against the deaf, discrimina- 
tion of private corporations against the 
employmeut of the deaf, and to combat it, 
and to secure to the deaf equol opportunity 
of employment with the hearing. 

It also has coinmillees at work, which 
shows the high public spirit of the deaf 
and their gratitude to the benefactors of 
the deaf, such as the committee engaged 
in collecting funds to erect a Memorial 
Statue to the Memory of the AbV)e l>e 
I'Kpee and the Hartford Monument 
Committee. 

There is a Moving Pictures Committee, 
the object of which is to have films made 
showing prominent deaf men or eiiucators 
in action. 

There Is also an Educational Committee, 
and a Newspaper Committee, all of which 
are doing good work in the interest of the 
deaf. 

There is also an Industrial Bureau to se- 
cure information about the work and 
employment of the deaf. 

Besides these there are other committees 
all actively engaged looking after the in- 
terests of the deaf. 

It is to your interest to assist in this 
work by becoming members. The cost is 
only $ t.oo to join and 50 cents a year 
thereafter. 

Mr. Jay Cook Howard, the President, 
extends to you all a most cordial welcome 
and invitation to become members. 
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President Carlisle then_ announced 
thai motions to amend the constitu- 
tion, etc. , must be written and placed 
in the hands of the Secretary, before 
the meeting was called to order, 
Tuesday morning.

Mr. O'Rourke presented the fol- 
lowing : " Resolved, That we shall 
postpone the next N. E. G. A. Con- 
vention to 19 17, on account of the 
Hartford Celebration and N. A. D. 
Convention." Seconded by F. W. 
Bigelow. 

Discussion by Miss Kimball, aud 
Messrs. Bigelow, Flynn and Babbitt, 
.showed that there was no necessity 
to postpone our next Convention 
from 19 1 6 to 1917, but we could 
have a special convention in 1917.

It is with feelings of deepest sor 
row that we are forced to chronicle 
here the untimely death of our 
friend, Mr, William Ferdinand 
Miller, '15, who, at his home in 
Baltimore, passed quietly from this

Fordham won by its consistent 
steady line plunging in the first two 
quarters. As it was the Kendall 
Greeners' first real contest, the 
wearers of the Buff and Blue played 
a careful defensive game during 
those sessions and did not attempt 
anything .sen.sational, contenting 
themselves with feeling out the 
weak points of their opponent's 
combination. Thus it was the Gal- 
laudet warriors were taken off their 
guard by the wide open, offen.sive 
play of Fordham, and were swept 
down the field until they rested in 
the shadow of their goal posts. 
There Yule of Fordham was jam- 
med through for the New Yorkers' 
first and only touchdown. Capt. 
Wymard, of Fordham, kicked a per- 
fect goal, making the .score 7 to o. 

The last two quarters were all 
Gallaudet' s. After the rest period 
before the third quarter, the deaf 
boys came back strong and uncorked 
a series of rapidly changing combi- 
nations which swept Fordham com- 
pletely off its feet. The New Yorkers 
were outcla3.sed and outplayed in 
every department of the game, and 
so dizzy were they that they never 
knew where to look for the ball. 

Gallaudet made its score during 
the last quarter. After pu.shing the 
ball irresistibly down to Fordham' s 
fifteen-yard line, where Cuscaden 
tore a hole through the enemy's right 
tackle, and Moore, carrying the ball, 
crossed the line. The touchdown 
was made so near the side line, how- 
ever, that it was necessary to punt 
back in order to be in position to 
kick goal, and Marshall dropped the 
return kick, spoiling our chances to 
tie the score. No blame should at- 
tach to our speedy right end, how- 
ever, for it was a very difficult catch 
and anybody night be excused for 
the error. At other times Marshall 
was a tower of strength and his 
work is justly deserving of com- 
mendation. 

In this game Gallaudet refrained 
almost wholly from using the forward 
pass, and relied, instead, upon fa.st, 
straight football, with a multitude of 
line plunges and cris.s-cross plays. 
In this, the work of the linesmen, 
and, particulary the ends, is worthy 
of note. 

Taken as a whole, the game de- 
monstrated that Gallaudet has a team 
this year which is quite out of the 
ordinary. When we remember that 
Fordhan held Georgetown to a tie 
two weeks ago, and that the maroon 
team has greatly improved since 
then, the showing of Gallaudet is 
mighty creditable. If the team had 
started to play aggreasively from the 
toot of the whistle another story 
might be written.

Dear Mk. Howard : — Since our 
first bulletin, we have been perfect- 
ing the organization of our Com- 
mittee as well as that of Local Com- 
mittees. As soon as completed, the 
Local Civil Service Committees will 
be announced. 

It is our intention to enlarge the 
scope of the Committee's activity so 
as to help not only those seeking Go- 
vernment positions but also tho.se 
.seeking employment elsewhere. The 
latter are in the va.st majority, and 
we should branch out so as to en- 
large the field of our u.sefulness. 
For this purpose the various Local 
Committees will serve as free em- 
ployment bureaus in their respective 
localities. When properly organiz- 
ed, they will be found to lie of much 
service to those who may either seek 
employment or want to retaiu their 
po.sitions. 

Are you a Nad? If not, why ? 
While attending the semi-centen- 
nial Reunion of the College Alumni 
Association last June, the undersign- 
ed availed himself of the opjwrtunity 
to get acquainted with the Civil 
Service Commission and several pro 
rainent men in Washington, either 
directly or indirectly connected with 
the Government. The object was 
to ascertain their true attitude to- 
wards the appointment of the deaf 
to Government positions, and also 
to secure from them the promise of 
"a square deal." They were all 
very courteous, though very bu.sy, 
and promised to use their influence 
in favor of the deaf. 

I have found out that in most 
cases appointments are made through 
a " pull." Therefore the deaf seek- 
ing Government positions should 
get acquainted with Congressmen 
and business men in their own 
localities. This acquaintance .should 
be cultivated and kept up. With 
a powerful political backing, the 
successful deaf candidates stand a 
very good chance of appointment or 
promotion where hearing is not an 
essential factor. 

The undersigned has been in 
correspendence with Hon. Moses E. 
Clapp, of Minnesota, in regard to 
his bill now pending in Congress for 
the creation of " a bureau for the 
Deaf and Dumb in the Department 
of Labor." His replies, hereunto 
appended, show that he is thoroughly 
interested, and the prospects for the 
bill are bright. 

The bill was introduced in the 
Senate by Senator Clapp, and in the 
Hou.se of Representatives by Repre- 
sentative Monahan, of Minnesota. 
Along National lines it is very much 
like the recently enacted Bureau of 
the deaf in Minnesota. The credit 
for originating the.se projects belongs 
to Mr. Anson R. Spear, who de- 
serves the thanks of the American 
deaf. 

The proposed Bureau was unanim- 
ously endorsed by the Convention of 
In.structors at Staunton, and notice of 
this action was forwarded to Senator 
Clapp with several suggestions as to 
the wording of the BilL To insure 
the pas.sage of the bill, it is highly 
important that the deaf i- 
State should write to their n 
Senators and Representatives to sup- 
port it.

A BILL 

To create a bureau for the deaf and dumb 
in the Department of I./abor, and pre- 
scribing the dttties thereof. 

Be it enacted />v ttte .Senate and Repre- 
sentatives of tlic United States 0/ America 
assembled, That there shall be created a 
bureau for the deaf and dumb in the De- 
partment of I,abor. 

Skc. 2. That said bureau shall be in 
charge of a competent ])erson who shall 
have had experience in the education of 
the deaf, or who has acquired knowledge 
of the deaf and dumb through association 
with them in the world, and who knows 
their retiuiremciils.

committee. Mr. Clark has had cor- 
respondence with headquarters of 
the Boy Scouts in America and suc- 
ceeded in interesting Mr. Alexander, 
the secretary, and getting his con- 
sent to include a cut of the Manual 
Alph.'iliet in the ik-w edition of the 
Boy Scout Annual. I consider this 
a good move. 

I have Imd considerable correspon- 
dence with Mr. E. Thompson Seton, 
Chief Scout, and author of several 
books. Ml-. Seton had in prepara- 
tion a dictionary of signs based large- 
ly on the Indian Sign Language. I 
argued that the signs used by the 
deaf were more scientific and found- 
ed more on the needs and niceties of 
civilized intercourse. I succeeded 
in persuading him to abandon most 
of the Indian signs and adopt those 
used by the deaf. Several install- 
ments of his forthcoming book have 
appeared in the " Boys World," and 
those who have seen any of them 
will recognize many familiar signs. 
In the preface of the dictionary, Mr. 
Seton suggests as oue reason why 
the Boys Scouts .should learn the 
.sign language is. that it will enable 
them to converse with the deaf — this 
is a recognition, which, however 
slight it may appear to .some, will 
have a tendency Io encourage the as- 
.sociation of the scouts who learn the 
language with the deaf boys with 
whom they may come in contact. 

I believe this is all we can do for 
the present. Later we will endorse 
Mr. Seton's dictionary of signs, and 
then .seek to encourage the use of 
signs among them in such ways as 
may appear practicable and feasible. 
One means may be by writing ar- 
ticles to papers which reach Boy 
Scouts, and another by direct corre- 
poiidence with ofTicers of the orga- 
nization.

We have lost another old, good- 
nalured friend, named Charles T

Street. He was a beloved husband 
of Minnie, nee Rapp, and fond 
father of Charles T., Jr., Robeit S., 
Mamie R., and Paul F. 

His funeral took place on Satur- 
day, Oct(d)er 10th, at two o'clock, 
P.M., and the body was buried at 
the Forest Home Cemetery, by the 
side of his late son, Harry.

Also one from the National Fra- 
ternal Society of Deaf-Mutes, and 
one from the Pas a Pas Club, of 
which he had been a member for 
over twenty years. Mr. Sullivan's 
family is to receive five huudied 
dollars from the N. F. S. D., of 
which he had been a member for 
about twelve years. The Society 
has nearly sixty thousand dollars 
in the treasury. 

Why not join I he Society ? 

1 have l)een asked by several 
friends, "What has become of Joe 
P. Jones." He was a well educated 
semi-mute, and had helped me to 
cut grass, and do odd work for 
about seven years, until June 19, 
1913, when he pa.s8ed away. The 
day before he had finished my short 
work at about four o'clock, it being 
very warm, he had gone home to 
supper. While reading, he topple<V 
down unconsciously and expired 
the next morning. I knew nothing 
about his fate until two days after 
he was buried. He lost his hearing 
at thirteen, by divini: in the lake, 
and attended the Catholic School 
for the Deaf only one year. He re- 
ceived a bequest of $4,600 from his 
uncle three years ago, but lost all in 
his foolish ventute. 

An old companion of his swin- 
dled him by inducing him to invest 
his much-needed cash in a new sa- 
loon, and then fled, because of his 
f.'iilure. Later he disguised himself 
with anew beard and becameaoon- 
ductor, but was soon crushed to 
death between two street cars, in 
some way. Joe spelled calmly, 
" Retribution," when he came 
back, after an absence of two years, 
and begged mo to give him work, in 
the Spring of 1912 He wasonoe 
a memberof the Pas-ft-Pas Club and 
the National BVaternal Society 
of Deaf Mules, but quit both for 
some reason.
